Accident. Story of the Drowning. 
Remains Sent to His Ontario Home

The body of Dr. McL2an, who .w2s 
@rowned In Cooking Lake, was found 
Monday afternoon just at the scene of 

Immediately after the accident occur- 
red the campers went to work to drag 
the ake with what irons they could 
put together. It was dragged for B- 
bout two hours. This was found to (be 
unavailing and e stop had to bemade 
to await the errival of grappling irons 
from Edmonton. Drs. S:rong and WL- 
gon arrived wath these about two p- 

* glock. and py four o'clock in the morn- 
ing the iake was being thorough:y, 
dragged off Grumpmett’s Point, where 
the accident occurred. ‘This was con- 
tinued until about nalfqpast twelve at 
poon when the body was found. It 
svas founc’ within a few yards of ihe 
place where the boat went down. 

The remains were brought to town 
Monday afternoon, embalmed and ship- 
ped to his home in Carleton Place, Ont. 
for interment th‘s morning. 

‘The party had been on the lake for 
eom two hours enjoying a “risk sail 
ps the wind was good. The boat was 
ae small flat-bottomed one with a sail 
pttache: . Three persons would have 
heen a good load for tthe ‘boat, but five 
were In it during the first part of\ the 
acil. One of the party had peen jet 
out pt the ghore 4 phort time before 
the pccident, and the remaining four 
started to sail across the ‘ake. The 
boat was feaking sopnewhat, and on 
gaining the opposite shore ali ‘the wat 
@x was dumped out. The trip ack a 
cross the iake was then started, and 


the poat began to take water very 
rapidiy. When it wes noticed that 


palling did not lower the water rapid- 
ly encugh the safl and toiher things 
were thrown overboard in an effort to 
lighten fhe boat. Good mogress was 
belng made until the waves began to 
wash into the fooat. It fisied then fn 
p moment or two, and sank. The occu- 
pants of the poat were prec:p:tated ‘in- 
to the water. Three of the party came 
up right beside the boat, and Dr. Mc- 
Lean was noticed about four or five 
yards from the poat, and he started 
fo swim toward it. He appeared almost 
exhausted, and his companions assisted 
him towards the boat. No sooner had 
Ihe touched & tham it sank again, and 
ail were again thrown into the water. 
This ts the ias. that was seen of| the 
deceased. The survivors were picked up 
immediately afterwarde. Whether the 
coreaced wus taken wilh cramp or cam: 
up under the boat wil probably never 
He known. As itoeo of the other three 
gocmbers of fhe ‘party could not sw m, 
{t is a wonder ihat the accident did noi 
have a worse ending. The party did 
mot anticipate the slightest danger nun- 
tli a moment ur two pefore the final 
eBwamping of the boat. The water at 
the scene of the accidont pvas about, 
ifteen feet deep and the bottom, pwag 
perectiy free from weeds.

FALL WHEAT 

Fall wheat has turned out €0 well 
in this district- this season that the 
eereae is being largely increased. J. 
A. McPherson, of Stony Plain, has 
35 acres sown; Mr. Wilson, of Horse 
Hills, has 40 acres; and Mr. Crozier, 
of Sturgeon, has 35 acres. All three 
had fall wheat this season, which did 
so well that they are satisfied to in- 
crease their acreage. F. S. Mitchell 
of the Sturgeon, has an excellent crop 
of ten acres, and Wm, Lange, Spruce 
Grove, four acres, €his season. The 
variety generally sown is the Turkey 
Red.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 
Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, “excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 


ang person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a: homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 


years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-gO 03 Jo\Id eoUSpIseL 0} SY JOY SIT} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


sbip. 

. settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of siock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings rer their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his in‘ention 
to do so. 

{nformation.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tien Office, in Winnipeg, or_at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, a‘ivice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral lows, as wel!
